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Alcohol Regulations Revised 

\side from making provision to meet the 
requirements of the amendment separating 
the administration of the prohibitory clauses 
of the prohibition act from that of the 
clauses relating to the use of tax-free al- 
cohol or denatured alcohol professionally or 
industrially, the newly revised regulations 
under the law differ but little from those 
which they supersede. ‘Their additional dif- 
ference is that they contain provisions de- 
signed to prevent more efficaciously the 
diversion of lawful alcohol to illegal pur- 
poses. In this, the new regulations impose 
no heavy burdens on those to whom they 
are applicable, and they should be weleomed 
for the measure of assurance which they 
offer in respect of protection of legitimate 
industry against the onus attending the 
operations of law-breaking interlopers. 

[egal diversion of alcohol withdrawn 
under the law for legitimate use, never of 
material proportions, has been reduced in 
recent months to such an extent that it no 
longer affords even a plausible basis for the 
rabid, adverse criticism of the industrial al- 
cohol system and of those whose need of 
alcohol has been definitely recognized in the 
law. This reduction has been accomplished 
largely through the co-operation with the 
Federal authorities of those honestly and 
honorably engaged in the lines of business 
in which diverters sought opportunity to 
circumvent the prohibition of traffic in alco- 
holic beverages. These legalized users of 
alcohol have realized that their position was 
jeopardized by the existence of law-breakers 
within, but not as an integral part of their 
several groups. They have acted for self- 
preservation, as well as in support of the 
law, in ridding their callings of the trouble- 
some masqueraders. Producers of industrial 
alcohol have, also, aided toward this con- 
summation; for they, too, have realized that 
carelessness, if not connivance, in this re- 
spect was likely to result disastrously to 
them. : 

Tt is a fully warranted assumption that 
the conversion of denatured alcohol into a 
beverage, to the slight extent to which it 
persists, involves but a small volume of 
industrial alcohol that is subject to strict 
regulation, and is concerned most largely 
with completely denatured alcohol that is 
obtainable with comparative ease. Reliable 
chemists have demonstrated that the new, 
nonpoisonous denaturants used in this latter 
form of denatured alcohol can be removed 
quite readily and-at little expense. The 
necessity of carrying on a pretense of being 
engaged in a legitimate alcohol-using enter- 
prize, therefore, no longer faces those whose 
ingenuity is devoted to supplying the de- 
mand for alcoholic beverages. 

The new regulations for the production, 
procuring, and use of industrial alcohol, as 
can be seen in the memoranda of important 
changes printed elsewhere in this issue of 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, show no 
excessive insistence on the part of the 
Sureau of Prohibition of the Department of 
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Justice to interfere in the functioning of the 
Bureau of Industrial Alcohol of the Treas- 
ury Department. It is true that prohibition 
administrators are authorized to ask for and 
to be given opportunity to pass on applica- 
tions, but only where they have reason to 
believe that the appiicant’s title is not un- 
questionably clear. The regulations make 
provision for the avoidance of unnecessary 
and unwarranted delays which might result 
from the dual exercise of authority. There 
appears to be no reason why legitimate in- 
dustry should have any misgivings in this 
connection. .\pplications for the use of tax- 
free alcohol need not be submitted to pro- 
hibition administrators; nor need those hay- 
ing to do with special denatured alcohol 
when withdrawals do not exceed 55 gallons 
a month. 

\pplicants are required to show the quan- 
tities of aleohol which they estimate will 
be needed within the period of a permit, but 
provision is made for the amendment of 
permits where the predetermined quantity 
is shown to be insufficient. Permits to with- 
draw industrial alcohol are limited to three 
months, but assurance against delays and 
periods of no supply has been provided for. 
lt is required that prospective users of 
specially denatured alcohol furnish the 
formulas of preparations in which it is to be 
used when such information is required by 
the Commissioner of Industrial Alcohol. 
Formulas and cognate information must be 
treated as confidential. The requirement. 
originally proposed, that formulas for toilet 
preparations be so constructed as to prevent 
conversion of the finished product into a 
potable alcoholic mixture, has been dropped. 
It is required, however, that the essential 
oils and other ingredients used in = such 
preparations be of a quality and character 
satisfactory to the officials. It is further 
required that manufacturers of such per- 
fumed products shall keep for three years, 
subject to official inspection, a record of 
their purchases of addition ingredients and 
of the names and addresses of those from 
whom these materials have been procured. 

The proposed requirement that manufac- 
turers of products made with specially de- 
natured alcohol stipulate that they sell only 
to legitimate users and see to it that their 
products are not diverted by purchasers to 
beverage uses does not appear in the revised 
regulations. It is provided, however, that 
sales of perfumes and other alcoholic, liquid 
toilet products be restricted to barber shops, 
heauty parlors, dealers in supplies for such 
places, wholesale and retail druggists, gen- 
eral retail stores, and ultimate consumers 
unless otherwise authorized by a supervisor. 
Under certain conditions it is also required 
that labels and advertising matter shall be 
submitted to the commissioner. 

A little more record-keeping than was 
formerly necessary is required by the new 
regulations. But, none of their provisions, 
on its face, is unduly burdensome. How 
they will work out in practice is wholly a 
matter of conjecture. The personal equa- 
tion is an influential factor in all administra- 
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tive functioning, and it can be expected to 
prove troublesome now and then, but, it is 
not likely to be any more so than in the past. 
Opportunity will be given for the hearing of 
grievances and protests, and all indications 
point to a continuation of a_ satisfactory 
condition insofar as legitimate industry is 
concerned.

Petroleum Stabilization Plan 

\ step toward the greatly desired sta- 
bilization of the petroleum industry has 
been taken in the adoption by representa- 
tives of the major interests concerned of a 
plan tor co-ordinated State control along 
lines of conservation, 

Fundamentally, the plan is that which 
had been suggested previously in connection 
with the search for stabilization on the 
basis of curtailed activities. It presupposes 
the possibility and practicability of co- 
ordinated action by the governments of the 
oil-producing States and the ratification by 
Congress of a compact of States to make 
their conservation plans effective. 

In order that, in the carrying out of such 
operations as may be made possible, factual 
data may be available, the Federal Oil Con- 
servation Board will continue the services 
of its special, voluntary committee recently 
created to make an economic survey of the 
petroleum industry. Factual data have not 
been lacking during the recent troublesome 
vears in the industry. The fault has been 
that these data were not made use of in the 
manner and with the purpose which they so 
clearly indicated to be necessary. It is diffi- 
cult to see how improvement in this regard 
can be brought about without the exercise 
of most rigid State control. The obvious 
effects of such procedure at many points in 
the productive operations in oil fields do not 
indicate that the idea will find ready and 
universal favor among operators or in Con- 
gress. The success of any plan will depend 
almost wholly on the extent to which indi- 
vidual operators and prospectors accept its 
purpose and assist in its application. 

This necessity for full co-operation was 
stressed frequently in the Washington con- 
ference at which the general plan of State 
control was approved. Differences of 
opinion were not wanting, however, and it 
is too early to foretell the extent to which 
co-operation will be forthcoming in practice. 
Then, too, there are the “trust-phobics” in 
Congress to be considered. If they can fancy 
that the slightest excess of restrictive pres- 
sure will fall on the small oil operator—and 
their ability to discover such discrimination 
is indeed great—the petroleum industry is 
likely to be obliged to worry along as well 
as it can for several more years. 

Naturally, the bugaboo of excessive im- 
ports of petroleum and its products was 
paraded in the conference. But, the recent 
action of the larger importers in agreeing 
to curtail their shipments to the United 
States served to avoid much of the vigorous- 
ness with which the importation of pe- 
troleum had been assailed. Viewed in the 
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broadest economic sense, the imports of 
petroleum are wholly detached from the 
main problem of stabilizing the industry. 
This view, however, is not now a popular 
one; but the Federal oil board committee 
forecasts a decline in exports of petroleum 
products during the current year. This loss, 
in large part at least, will fall on refining 
companies which will ship to other markets 
the products formerly sent to the United 
States, and the general result will be little, 
if any, different. 

The petroleum industry has got an oppor- 
tunity to discover how much can be done 
toward the legalization of curtailment of 
production. It will have to make its own 
opportunity, however, to curtail all of the 
excesses which have contributed and are 
contributing to the unsatisfactoriness of its 
condition.

The suggester would have the board of 
health function as a censor of all local ad- 
vertising of proprietary medicines. He 
would have the board prohibit the sale of 
“Whole classes of drugs,” in which category 
he includes, not only those offered as cura- 
tive in tuberculosis, cancer, and other se- 
rious afflictions but “other classes of drugs 
which, in the opinion of an advisory com- 
mission of the department, should be pro- 
hibited.” The suggester would enable de- 
partment chemists to escape the perils of 
cross-examination in proprietary medicine 
litigation by having the courts accept their 
affidavits as evidence. He would ban the 
sale of products containing barbital, cinco- 
phen, and thyroid. 

All these things, it is suggested, should 
frst be approached by educational work 
designed to develop a public attitude recep- 
tive to the ultimate purpose of control. As 
is customary in the ideas of prejudiced re- 
formers, this suggestion would adapt such 
means as would suit the ends. 

The health commissioner says that he is 
not yet ready to make any comment on the 
suggested plan for the control of the sale of 
proprietary medicines. He has stated, how- 
ever, that “the essentials of the plan are so 
sound and of such general application that 
they are believed worthy of the attention of 
health administrators throughout the coun- 
try.” The commissioner’s purpose should 
not be permitted to remain unknown until 
he is ready to seek to effectuate it.

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Alcohol Regulations 
Changes Are Issued 


Memoranda Compiled by Bureau 
Covering Revisions in 
Regulations No. 3 


WASHINGTON, April 8, 1931. 

Copies of the new regulations cover- 
ing industrial alcohol and medicinal 
liquor are being received from the 
(;overnment Printing Office by the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol this week, 
and distribution to field offices and 
permittees has begun. 

Meanwhile the bureau has prepared 
# tnimeographed summary of the more 
important changes which indicates the 
principal differences between the new 
and old regulations. The new regula- 
tions were drawn jointly by the Bureau 
of Industrial Aleohol and the Bureau 
ot Prohibition following the separation 
of the two bureaus by the Williamson 
act last July. A preliminary draft was 
issued last August and few material 
changes have been made since. 

The new regulations follow the same 
numbers as those they supersede, Reg- 
ulations No. 2 relate to permits for 
non-beverage liquors as provided in 
title If of the national prohibition act, 
and regulations No. 3 cover the pro- 
duction, sale, and use of industrial and 
denatured alcohol as provided in title 
Ill of the act. The general form of 
the regulations is the same, but para- 
craph numbers have been changed. Be- 
low is printed the bureau’s memoranda 
ot the principal changes in Regulations 
No. 3. The article numbers refer to the 
new regulations, but the title of each 
article is the same as that used in the 
old print and the order of the articles 
is the same. 


Memoranda of Principal Changes 


Application to Produce 


Art. & “Plan.” Changed to require 
filines in quadruplicate and the signature 
of applicant only to certificate of accuracy 
instead of applicant and administrator.

Art 15. “Action Upon Application.” 
Provides for filing with Administrator 
complete copy of each application, form 
1431: that no application for permit to Ix 
issued for more than ninety days shall 
be approved or permit issued without the 
approval and concurrence of the adminis- 
trator in cases where the latter at any 
time prior to the issuance thereof has 
requested opportunity to pass upon the 
application therefor and has not with- 
drawn such request: that no permit to 
Operate an industrial alcohol plant shall 
be issued without the approval and direc- 
tion of the commissioner, and that with 
the typroval of the administrator the 
appl ‘ation may be approved and permit 
issued prior to the expiration of ten days 
from the date of filing application with 
him. Provides for exchange of informa- 
tion, reports, ete., between the supervisor 
and administrator in case of joint action: 
that the applicant may be directed to

alcohol plants, bonded warehouses and 
denaturing plants not later than Septem- 
ber 15, each year.

Petroleum Stabilization Plan Gets 
Support of Government and Industry 





State Control with Federal Aid in Allocation and 
Imports Accepted—Immediate Effectuating 
Action Is Urged 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 9, 1931. 

Full co-operation from all parties in 
a definite, national plan for stabilizing 
the petroleum industry was pledged 
today at a meeting of the Federal Oil 
Conservation Board and the Oil States 
Advisory Committee, 

Representatives of the oil States, the 
Federal government, independent pro- 
ducers, and large producing and im- 
porting companies, not only approved 
the plan in principle, but urged im- 
mediate action to put it into effect. 

The plan, proposed by the States 
committee, involves uniform State laws 
and enforcement policies to limit drill- 
ing. conserve gas energy, foster unit 
pool development, prorate production, 
and apportion outlets, the whole to be 
done with due consideration of the gen- 
eral situation of the oil industry in the 
entire country and with production and 
imports regionally allocated with the 
uid of the Federal government. 

The next step, which the chairman 
of the committee said would be pressed 
at once, is an interstate compact for 
the co-ordination of conservation 
measures, which would be presented to 
Congress for ratification, as required 
by the constitution. Meanwhile an ad- 
visory committee, representing the oil- 
producing States, will continue to 
function, and the Federal oil board 
will continue to make regional fore- 
casts of supply and demand. 

A sharp tilt between producers and 
importers marked the meeting. This 
brought out forcibly the fact that suc- 
cess of the plan depends on co-opera- 
tion of both groups, but it also re- 
sulted in the implied promise of both 
groups to abide by the plan and to 
operate on the scale suggested in the 
report of the Federal board’s volun- 
tary committee on petroleum econo- 
mics, at least until the plan has been 
given a trial. 


Import Curtailment Pledged 


This report, made public two days 
before the conference, announced that 
imports of both crude and gasoline 
would be curtailed through voluntary 
action of principal importers, forecast 
gasoline demands for the next six 
months, and suggested the amount of 
crude oil which should be produced by 
the major regions in order to meet this 
demand equitably. 

The meeting was opened by Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, Secretary of the Interior 
and chairman of the Federal Oil Con- 
servation Board. While the meeting 
was asked by the Oil States Advisory 
Committee, Mr. Wilbur said the board 
thought it best that it be open to all 
interested. He reminded the confer- 
ence that the board is without legal 
powers but is anxious to co-operate 
with all interests in solving the prob- 
lems of the petroleum industry. What 
is needed, he declared, is not an emerg- 
ency measure, but permanent stabiliza- 
tion. 

For two days prior to the conference 
the Oil States Advisory Committee had 
been in session in Washington, and 
evolved a plan of action whieh was 
presented by its chairman, Cicero I. 
Murray, Oklahoma. Other members 
signing the report were William H. 
Cooley, California: Robert R. Penn, 
Texas; W. Scott Heywood, Louisiana: 
Van S. Welch, New Mexico: Alfred M. 
Landon, Kansas; Carl M. Cox, Wyo- 
ming; I. C. Grimm, Ohio, and Warwick 
M. Downing Colorado. The tenth mem- 
ber of the committee, T. H. Barton, 
Arkansas, was prevented by sickness 
from attending the conference. 





ence made to Arts. 15, 16, 18 and 21, same 
procedure as for alcohol plants. 

Art. 48. “Liens for Taxes and Con- 
sent.”’ Fixes maximum penal sum of 
bond in lien of consent of owner or lien- 
hoider where warehouses are established 
elsewhere than on the premises of an al- 
cohol plant at $10,000, in accordance with 
rT. DP, 2. 

Art. 55. “Cases Containing Pint and 
Gallon Bottles."" Provides for package 
containing one one-gallon bottle in addi- 
tion to packages heretofore approved con- 
sisting of sixteen one-pint, twenty-four 
one-pint and three one-gallon bottles. 

Art 57. “Transfers for Bonded Ware- 
house.”’ Provision for transfer or pro- 
curement of alcohol by proprietors of 
warehouses who do not operate alcohol 
plants eliminated, as there are no longer 
any warehouses thus operated. Provides 
where the proprietor of a warehouse pro- 
cures aleohol other than that produced 
at his own industrial alcohol plant the 
permit shall be issued for a fixed number 
of proof gallons in accordance with legiti- 
mate requirements to be determined by 
the supervisor of permits in any Case. 

Art. 71. “Officers’ Right of Entry.” 
Provides for right of entry of officers of 
both the Bureau of Industrial Alcohol and 
Bureau of Prohibition in or to premises of 
industrial alcohol plant or warehouse.

Mr. Murray sketched the history cf 
the formation of his committee, andl 
emphasized that it represents the prin- 
cipal oil states as governmental bodies. 
and does not represent the oil inds- 
try nor any part of it as such. The re- 
port concluded with the following rec- 
ommendations :— 

I. That the Federal Oil Conservation 
Board continue its Voluntary Committee 
on Economies, to make periodic examina- 
tions into the status of the oil industry 
and formulate national and regional fore- 
casts of supply and demand, and that 
such forecasts be given due consideration 
by the interstate committee and_ rec- 
ommend, with any necessary modifica- 
tions, to the respective State conserva- 
tion bodies. 

If. That the legislature of each oil 
producing State be requested as rapidly 
as possible to authorize negotiation of an 
interstate agreement for co-ordination of 
conservation measures, any such agree- 
ment being subject to ratification by the 
States. 

Ill. That pending the working out of 
such a compact, an advisory committee, 
representing the several oil-producing 
States, continue to function as a liaison 
and fact-finding body, to present to the 
conservation authorities of the various 
States, at such times as may be deemed 
necessary, recommendations for more ef- 
fective co-operation as between the State-. 





Mr. Penn, the Texas delegate and 
one of the practical oil men on the 
committee, outlined the development 
of the present crisis in the oil indus- 
try and its meaning to the country as 
a whole. During the last two years, 
he said, proration has been made state- 
wide in Oklahoma, Texas, California. 
New Mexico and Kansas, the during 
last vear this effort resulted in a re- 
duction in total output, he explained. 
Now the situation is again upset, he 
said, by the opening of the East Texas 
field, probably the largest ever tapped 
in the world, and an attempt to pro- 
rate its production was prevented 
early this week by a court injunction 
against the Railroad Commission of 
Texas. 


Serious Economic Threat 


It is a serious matter for the State 
governments, as such, to have wells 
shut in and the price of oil low, he 
explained, as gross production and ad 
valorem taxes on the oil industry con- 
stitute most important sources of rev- 
enue for many of the States, partic- 
ularly their educational system. The 
complete collapse which is confront- 
ing the oil industry would greatly 
postpone and intensify the present 
general business depression, Mr. Penn 
asserted. The menace of Russian oil 
imports was also stressed. He said 
that he felt that the industry has al- 
ready made steps toward fitting pro- 
duction to consumptive demands and 
that the complete answer must be co- 
operation of the industry with State 
and Federal governments to level 
peaks and fill valleys in production, 
to prevent booms and depressions, and 
to keep the oil industry on an even 
keel because of the enormous inter- 
ests dependent on the stability of the 
petroleum industry. 

Asked by Secretary Wilbur what the 
committee proposed to do next, Mr. 
Murrav declared that the production 
schedule of the board’s voluntary com- 
mittee on economics would be used 
as a basis for State prorationing and 
that immediate steps would he taken 
to set up vermanent interstate co- 
oneration. He said this would require 
special legislation in some States but 
probably not in all. The object. he 
said. is to have the ten States act as 
one in oil-eonservation matters. 

Co-oneration in this effort was 
pledged by James A. Veasey. general 
counsel] for the Carter Oil Company. 
Tulsa, a producing subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
who is chairman of the pertoleum sub- 
committee of the minerals section of 
the American Bar Association. For the 
first time the governors of all the oil 
States have appointed representatives 
to seek a common solution to the prob- 
lem, and these representatives all have 
the full confidence of their State gov- 
ernments. he declared. With all neces- 
sarv machinery now available, the ef- 
fort should succeed now if it ever can, 
Mr. Veasey insisted. He pointed out 
that it is unreasonable to insist on 
curtailment of production when im- 
ports are unlimited, and also that 
greater success will come through 
State control than through the at- 
tempts of the Federal government to 
regulate production. He gave assur- 
ance that the bar association com- 
mittee will assist wherever posible in 
drawing up the proposed State compact 
and uniform conserrirrion laws. 

Some fire was iniected into the con- 
ference by Harold Walker, attorney 
for the Pan American Petroleum & 
Transport Company, an importing sub-

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Hilliers File Answer 


In United C.&D.Suit 


Ratification of Sales Agreement 
Denied—Duress Charged 


As Influence 


Answer to the bill of complaint in 


an action charging conspiracy that 
prevented the sale of the R. Hillier’s 
Son Company, this city, to the United 
Chemical & Drug Corporation, Bridge- 
port, has been filed by Isaac V. 8S. Hil- 
lier, president, and Richard V. 8S. Hil- 
lier, secretary, of the Hillier company, 
as individuals, through their attorney, 
Joseph G. Lyons, Newark, N. J. The 
suit against Hilliers was begun March 
12 in the court of common pleas, Jer- 
sey City, and asked for $100,000 dam- 
ages. The suit also named S. Barks- 
dale Penick, president of S. B. Penick 
& Co., and his company, this city. Mr 
Penick was not served in the action 
until late in the week of March 30 and 
hence his attorneys have yet to file his 
answer. 

The answer for the Hilliers enters a 
general denial of the conspiracy charge 
and relates that the alleged agreement 
of sale, dated February 2, 1931, had 
never been ratified by the stockholders 
of the R. Hillier’s Son Company It 
charges that the United Chemical & 
Drug Corporation knew that “the al- 
leged agreement of February 2, 1931, 
entered into between the plaintiff and 
R. Hillier’s Son Company, Inc., was not 
the act or agreement of R. Hillier’s Sor 
Company...that the persons execut- 
ing the said agreement acted with- 
out the authority of R. Hillier’s Son 
Company, Inc., or from R. Hillier’s Son 
Company's board of directors, and that 
such facts were known to the plain- 
tiff." The answer further avers that, 
even had the alleged agreement been 
executed with full authority of the 
board of directors, “which it was not,” 
according to the defendants it would 
still have no legal effect unless and un- 
til its execution had been ratified by the 
vote of the stockholders of the Hillier 
organization. The defendants declare 
that the alleged agreement Was not so 
ratified. 

Under the title, “Third Separate De- 
fense,”” the answer states that “even 
the unauthorized execution of said al- 
leged agreement of February 2, 1931, 
by R. Hillier’s Son Company's presi- 
dent and secretary was procured by 
fraud, undue influence, and duress, un- 
lawfully practiced upon the said offi- 
cers by the plaintiff.” 


Duress Charged 


The answer proceeds to relate that 
the plaiutiff knew that the Hillier com- 
pany was in financial difficulties in 
that its cash and accounts receivable 
were insufficient overdue claims of its 
creditors, so that it Was necessary to 
sell the company’s stock in trade, and 
good-will in order to secure funds to 
pay obligations to the creditors. It 
further charges that the United cor- 
poration knew that the fair market 
value of the Hillier company was 
greatly in excess of the price men- 
tioned in the agreement of February 
2, 1931. That agreement made the pur- 
chase price 40 percent of the inventory 
value of the merchandise as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1930, which value was said to 
have been in excess of $50,000. The 
Hilliers aver that a better price could 
have heen readily obtained for spot 
cash “had they not been defrauded, 
threatened and stampeded into an ill- 
advised and disadvantageous sale.” It 
is alleged that, knowing these facts, 
the United corporation is charged with 
“scheming fraudulently” to obtain the 
stock in trade and good-will of the 
Hillier organization for its unsecured 
promise of a payment far below their 
market value. 

Acceptance of the alleged too low 
price offered by the United company, 
in the answer to the complaint, is laid 
to the “distraught and worried mental 
condition” of the Hilliers because of 
the protracted financial difficulties of 
the company. Because of these mental 
conditions, the Hilliers aver that they 
were in a “condition of peculiar sus- 
eeptibility to fraud, undue influence, 
and duress.” 

The element of fraud, undue influ- 
ence, und duress stressed in the answer 
of the Hilliers is alleged to have taken 
the form of threats alleged to have 
been made by the United corporation. 
The latter company is charged with 
claiming close relations and great in- 
fluence with certain creditors of the 
R. Hillier’s Son Company, and it is 
further charged that officers of the 
United Chemical & Drug Corporation 
“repeatedly threatened said officers 
that unless they should execute as such 
officers the said alleged agreement of 
February 2, 1931, and procure the per- 
formance thereof by R. Hillier’s Son 
Company, Ince., plaintiff would forth- 
with so exercise its influence with said 
creditors as to cause and procure the 
bankruptcy or chancery receivership of 
R. Hillier’'s Son Company, Inc., upon 
application of said creditors.”

General Purchasing Less Active--Slab Zinc Declines 
To Lowest Point Since 1902--Building Contracts for 
March Have Exceeded February by Wide Margin 


Purchasing activity by manufactur- 
ers of paint, varnish and lacquer prod- 
ucts has lessened slightly since the be- 


ginning of the month. According to 
reports reaching the suppliers of the 


raw materials, average weather con- 
ditions have not been conducive to the 
favor of the paint trade, and while 
prospects for some betterment has 
been indicated by promise of increased 
building construction, manufacturers 
were reticent to step up their produc- 
tion schedules until evidence ef im- 
provement should become more 
sraphic. Relatively, the rubber manu- 
facturers were more active than the 
paint makers. Some of the larger rub- 
ber tire producers were running at full 
capacity, and in the industry as a 
whole there has been betterment, as 
indicated by the report of the Rubber 
Manufacturers Association, which last 
week declared that tire production 
during February was 8.5 percent higher 
than in January. 

There were no new or important de- 
velopments in prices last week. Do- 
mestic slab zine prices declined and 
the market struck its lowest depth since 
1902, but notwithstanding the long un- 
interrupted drop of zine values, the 
derivative oxides were unchanged and 
held steady. Titanium pigment con- 
tinued to lead the pigment group into 
consumption, and in March the large 
producers sold more than in February 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


A ten-point decline in slab zine 
prices featured the domestic metal 
markets last week, and that movement 
placed the price for zine at its lowest 
level in 29 years. 

Pig lead was a very quiet metal last 
week, but there was a sufficiently ac- 


tive movement of single car lots to 
provide support for prices. Quotations

week at 4.25c. per pound at 
Louis and 4.50c. per pound here. 


London market lost a good portion of

A healthy sign in the construction 
industry is seen by F. W. Dodge Cor-

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Litharge.—There were no particular 
features that could have been reported 
in the market for this oxide last week. 
Prices continued in an unchanged posi- 
tion because of the evenness of lead 
metal, while the demand was slow. 

Lithopone. — Representative produc- 
ers of this pigment declared that 
March sales were greater than March 
a year ago. The increase was quite 
impressive, too. Last week’s orders were 
for fair quantities, while prices con- 
tinued to occupy a firm position at the 
basis of 44¢c. per pound. 

Orange Mineral.—Sharing the posi- 
tion of other lead oxides, the market 
for this article was characterized with 
slowness. Prices for American material 
remained unchanged at lic. to 114c. 
per pound, dependent upon seller. 

Titanium Pigment.—A good brisk de- 
mand for supplies continued to feature 
this product. Sales, according to the 
largest producers, were greater in 
March than during the corresponding 
month a year ago. March sales were 
also greater than the two preceding 
months of this yeur. Prices were steady 
it 6loc. to 6%c. per pound for the 
barium salt and 7c. to 744¢. per pound 
tor the calcium base pigment. 

Zinc Oxide.—Notwithstanding that 
the price of prime Western zinc 
touched at its lowest level in 29 years, 
the prices for this group of deriva- 
tives were unchanged and held steady. 
Demand continued to show a_ slight 
broadening. 

Barytes.— The demand side of the 
market was spotty to slow, but prices 
tor domestic material were holding 
firmly at their long-established levels. 
Imported also continued at an un- 
changed asking figure, but in certain 
directions some of the lower grades 
were available at a slightly shaded 


Dry Colors 


Orders for supplies of dry colors dur- 
ing the opening part of April continued 
with the frequency and volume of the 
past several weeks. Although there 
were many slow spots, the general 
market continued to run ahead of other 
divisions of the paint materials mar- 
ket. Also there were some colors that 
were not so active as before. Carbon 
black was moving well into the larger 
channels of consumption, but the 
smaller tire manufacturers have been 
slow buyers. Through the list of earth 
and chemical colors there were no price 
changes reported last week. 

Carbon Black.—The price remained 
at the basis of 3c. per pound for the 
standard grades, f.o.b. Texas. It was 
indicated in some directions that the 
market could have been softened on 
occasions, but the general position was 
a stendy one. Demand has slackened 
since the commencement of the month. 
Larger tire manufacturers were draw- 
ing well, but the smaller manufacturers 
were not very active purchasers of 
black. Production of pneumatic cas- 
ings during February increased 8.5 per- 
cent over January, totaling 3,985,343 
units, compared with 3,674,627 units in 
January, according to the Rubber 
Manufacturers’ Association. February, 
1930, output was 4,555,758 units. 

Carmine Red.—The range of quoted 
prices for large lots has been tizhtened, 
but there has been no basic change. 
Quotations were based at $5 to $5.10 
per pound. Makers were prepared for 
a seasonal upturn in consumption ex- 
pected to occur shortly. 5 

Chrome Colors.—The demand side of 
the market continued to hold the 
activity of the past few weeks. Prices 
for both the greens and yellows were 
firm and unchanged throughout. 

Iron Blues.—The market remained 
in a reasonably steady position, with 
demand continuing in good fashion 
from certain directions, particularly 
the jinoleum manufacturing industry. 
Paint manufacturers were not draw- 
ing against their contracts in the man- 
ner that had been expected by the 
sellers. 

Ocher.—This market also possessed 
steady tones and was otherwise lack- 
ing in new or important developments. 

Toner Reds.—The prices for lithol, 
para and toluidin toners were un- 
changed and steady at the basis that 
was established at the commencement 
of the so-called contracting season last 
Fall. The demand has been fair and 
mainly against contract. 


Colors in Oil 


A centinued good movement through 
the regular channels was the feature 
to the local market for the group of 
oil colors. <As previously indicated, 
the replacement demand was purely 
of a seasonal type, while prices were 
in some directions subject to shading 
but without an open change. 


Varnish Gums 


A limited amount of inquiry and a 
modest amount of small business con- 
stituted the activity in the varnish 
<um market last week. There was no 
important business placed nor were 
there any large inquiries. Prices for 
<ums held more or less uncnanged 
and as previously, there were several 
gradings that could have been shaded 
on evidence of a firm desire to buy. 


Copals.—This group was quite repre- 
sentative of the general gum market. 
Sales were limited to small quantities 
for the immediate requirements of the 
users and inquiries were few and also 
invoving small amounts. The prices 
were not visibly changed from a week 
ago with shading still practiced in cer- 
tain gradings where buying desire had 
the appearance of firmness. The East 
India half-scraped gum continued to 
furnish the only strong spot in the 
group. <A report from the consul at 
Antwerp received by the Department 
of Commerce declared that receipts of 
Belgian Congo gum at that point 
totaled 1,785 tons in February, com- 
pared with 139 tons in the preceding 
month. Also, demand for gum was 
exceedingly calm and_=e transactions 
were scarce and small. Ordinary gum 
Was quoted at 240 to 275 francs per 
100 kilos during the initial half of the 
month and 250-275 franes in the latter 
half. 

Dammars.—Standard A to E grad- 
ings of Batavia remained at the same 
position as a week ago with little busi- 
ness having been reported. The rul- 
ing quotation was llc. per pound with 
some holders prepared to do 10%c. per 
pound. Other gradings were also un- 
changed. The Singapore product con- 
tinued at the same basis as formerly 
with No. 1 commanding 15c. per pound 
but not so strong at that figure. 

Elemi.—There was no evidence of 
life in the market for this gum last 
week. So far as prices were concerned 
there were also no features present 
with the entire list of quotations in a 
nominal position because of the lack 
of business. 

Kauri.—This gum idled through last 
week. Demand was limited to very 
small amounts and latest arrivals from 
the primary markets have also been of 
a limited volume. The price situation 
does not seem to show any variance 
from the position that it has occupied 
for some weeks past. 

Sandarac.— The quiet of recent 
weeks remained to feature this market 
during the period under review.  In- 
quiries were for small jobbing quan- 
tities, with quotations for barrel lots 
at 18¢. to 19¢c. per pound. 


Other Paint Materials 


Trade in miscellaneous paint ma- 
terials did not attain any visible 
growth in volume last week. In fact, 
the month of April to date has not 
been very encouraging and not quite 
so active as in March. Last week's 
movement of materials was made up 
chiefly of small jobbing lots. 

Casein. — Continued weakness was 
the feature of the market for imported 
and domestic grades, but the weak 
condition did not break through the 
surface of prices. Demand has not 
given much indication of improvement 
since the beginning of the month. 

China Clay.—This market continued 
in an unchanged position, with pro- 
ducers holding prices at their previous 
basis. 

Whiting.—The past few weeks has 
brought nothing in the nature of a 
change in this market. Demand con- 
tinued under limitations but aggre- 
gated a sufficient volume to support 
the existing price structure. 


Driers 


The movement of drier materials 
into consumption has_ retrogressed 
slightly since the beginning of the 
month. None of the sellers canvassed 
last week could point to so good a ¢all 
as in March. Prices continued in an 
unchanged position throughout. Stear- 
ates rested evenly in sympathy with 
the position of the basic raw material 


Glues 


Bone glues remained under the in- 
fluences of price shading. Quotations 
for the common grades remained at 
12c. to l4e. per pound, while the bet- 
ter grades were quoted at 14c. to lic. 
per pound. However, on a firm bid 
these quotations could have’ been 
shadead. 

Hide glues remained steady. Public 
hearing on the tariff investigation has 
been set for May 28, 


Metal Leaf 


The metallic leaf market has not 
altered its position and the chief fea- 
ture of the market was the price 
shading that has been exercised for 
some months. Demand has not been 
broadened to any visible extent, al- 
thougn it was said that the decorating 
trade showed a seasonal pick-up of 
consumption. 


Lacquer Materials 


The cutstanding feature in the mar- 
ket for the various lacquer solvents 
was the weakness noted in the prices 
for ethyl acetate. The reduction in 
the price schedule in the previous week 
failed to have any influence toward 
steadying the market and prices were 
reported slightly lower in the majority 
of trading quarters. The further bet- 
terment in the automobile industry 
tended to improve the general market 
sentiment. Production plans of the 
automotive trade call for the May out- 
put to exceed the estimated April pro-

Described by B. & S. Men

In the Louisiana field high pressure

the Southwest. Since this newer use had 


developed, the black industry has largely 
moveal to the Texas Panhandle, where 
the low-pressure casinghead gas, which 
eccurs with crude oil in that field, is now 
generally employed If not so used, this 
gas could only be blown into the air and 
wast-d 

Collecting lines, in many cases running 


through forests and swamps and under 
rivers and bayous, bring gas from the 
wells te producing centers. In order to 


conserte natural resources, the gasoline 
present in natural gas is extracted before 
turning the latter into pipelines, or burn- 


ing it to make carbon black. 
Black is produced by the impingement 
of millions of small flames playing upon 


hundreds of miles of channel surfaces, 
these lazy, luminous flames depositing a 
jet-black pigment of sub-microscopic fine- 
The mechanism employed for depo- 
sition and collection consists of a moving

table or channel irons equipped with 
scrapers placed over V-shaped hoppers, 
which drop the product into a screw con- 


veyel This apparatus is enclosed in

After refining and air treatment, the 
black is double-bolted through fine screens 
as an extra safeguard, and is then

One of the old laws, long since estab- 
lished in the manufacture of black, is that 
“the higher the yield, the lower is the 
resulting quality.” The high color paint 
blacks all follow this general rule and re- 
quire much more of natural gas for each 
pound of product than is the with 
the ordinary grades. Quality and cost are 
governed directly by considerations of 
yield, rate of production and special su- 
pervision

Textiles, Soap, etc. 
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Paint Industry Leaders 
Discuss Vital Problems 


CHICAGO, April 9, 1931. 
Plans for promotional, sales, re- 
search and allied activities for the 


paint industry and related lines were 
outlined April 7 and 8 when leaders in 
the industry met in three meetings at 
the Drake Hotel. The groups were the 
board of directors of the American 
Paint and Varnish Manufacturers As- 
sociation, the National Clean Up and 
Paint Up Campaign committee and 
the educational bureau of the paint 
and varnish industry. 

A feature of the clean up and paint 
up campaigns this year will be the 
utilization of the motive of relieving 
unemployment as an appeal to the 
public. The campaign committee met 
Tuesday, with Dr. R. A. Plumb, of 
Detroit, chairman, and laid out plans 
for the spring campaigns. The national 
organization is asking local campaign 
committee chairman to stress the point 
of relieving unemployment in their 
work in cooperation with local cham- 
bers of commerce. It was Stated that 
more clean up and paint up campaigns 
would be under way this spring than 
at any time since the idea was origi- 
nated fifteen years ago. 

The board of directors of the Amer- 
ican Paint and Varnish Manufacturers 
Association met Tuesday evening at a 
dinner tendered by President William 
C. Dabney of Louisville. Outlook for 
the industry was discussed and a 
thorough round table discussion was 
held. 

On Wednesday with Chairman 
Ernest T. Trigg presiding, the Educa- 
tional Bureau held its meeting. Harold 
E. Webster, president of Pratt and 
wambert, Buffalo, was elected a mem- 
ber of the bureau, and attended the 
meeting. 

The report of the general manager 
of the association, George V. Horgan, 
covered the principal activities ane 
undertakings of the organization since 
the last meeting in December. The re- 
port told of the progress in connection 
with additions to the Gregg Memorial 
Building in Washington to which all 
association activities will be moved 
June 1. Mr. Horgan reported organiz- 
ation of the new Flax Institute of the 
United States at Minneapolis last

Dr. Henry A. Gardner, director of the 
scientific section, reported on the work 
of his department and referred to the 
exhibit to be installed by the industry 
in the Rosenwald Industrial Museum. 
This department is co-operating with 
the museum, it is stated, in preparing 
appropriate exhibits to represent the 
paint, varnish and lacquer industry.

Employee for Patent Right 


Suit has been filed in the United 
States District Court, this city, by the 
New Jersey Zinc Company against 
James A. Singmaster, former general 


manager of the company’s mechanical 
department, and the Tubize Chatillon 
Corporation, the plaintiff seeking to 
compel an assignment to it of a patent 
issued August 20, 1929, to Singmaster 
for an improvement in artificial silk 
filaments. The complaint of the New 
Jersey Zinc Company asserts that the 
idea or process, covered by this patent, 
was conceived by Singmaster while in 
the company’s employ and that he was 
under a contract obligation to disclose

company’s products. It is further

eust, 1929, and immediately assigned 
the patent to the Tubize Chatillon Cor- 
poration.

Business in the market for animal, 


vegetable and fish oils, fats and greases 
was quiet last week so far as the gen- 
eral list was concerned. In certain in- 
stances a fair demand was noted, but 
as a rule purchasing was limited to 
small lots, recent developments in the 
general financial and business situa- 
tion making many consumers disposed 
to adhere to a hand-to-mouth policy in 
making purchases. Competition among 
sellers was keener and reductions in 
prices were more numerous than 
advances. 

Chinawood oil remained quiet, but 
the tone of the markets here and on 
the coast was generally steady in the 
absence of any material change in the 
situation abroad. Offerings from Han- 
kow continued light. Low water in 
the rivers in China is said to have in- 
terfered with transportation of the 
new crop in recent weeks. Shipments 
to the United States during March 
were 4,354,000 pounds smaller than in 
the previous month and = 5,524,000 
pounds less than in the same month 
last year. 

Coconut oil was easier here and on 
the coast as well as abroad, though 
changes were narrow. There was a fair 
inquiry, but actual business was ap- 
parently limited to comparatively small 
quantities. Copra was also slightly 
easier with offerings somewhat freer. 
Palm oi) was easier abroad and the 
local market also had an easier tone 
despite the smallness of supplies on 
spot. 

Tallow remained in an easy position. 
Demand was quiet and sales were re- 
ported at a further reduction in prices. 
There was no auction in London last 
week.

Chinawood.—The local market for 
chinawood oil was a small affair last 
week and a similar situation apparent- 
ly existed on the Pacific Coast.

Whirlwind Vaporizer 


Claims Are Questioned 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 9, 1931. 

Misleading advertising in connection 
with the sale of a gasoline saving de- 
vice to be used in automobile engines 
is attacked in a complaint issued by 
the Federal Trade Commission against 
E. Oliver, Elling O. Weeks and P. C. 
Sorenson, individually and as officers of 
the Whirlwind Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Milwaukee. 

The product is known as the “Whirl- 
wind Vaporizer” and is a mechanical 
device to be attached between the car- 
buretor and intake manifold of a motor. 
The company claims, the commission 
says, that the vaporizer will add to the 
speed, power and smoothness of opera- 
tion of the motor, save repair expense, 
clean out carbon, and increase by 25 
percent or more the mileage to he ob- 
tained from a gallon of gasoline. The 
complaint cites examples of the ad- 
vertising matter in which it is claimed 
that the use of this device results in 
great increases in the mileage per 
gallon of gasoline, and which the com- 
mission characterizes as grossly ex- 
aggerated representations.

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Petroleum Solvents, 
Lubricants, Fuels 


Review of Market Conditions Last Week in Solvents, 
Naphthas, Thinners, Gasolines, Kerosenes, Lubricating 


Oils, Waxes, and Liquefied Hydrocarbon Gases 


While another of the long series of 
conferences for the rationalization of 
the oil industry was taking place at 
Washington last week, the actual 
status of the petroleum market and 
also its prospects was more unfavor- 
able. The Midcontinent market radi- 
ated a tone of pessimism when it was 
learned that crude oil in East Texas 
was offered at the ridiculously cheap 
price of twenty cents a barrel. This 
quotation for oil regardless of its grav- 
ity was exactly one-half of the price 
paid by some buyers for the lowest 
gravity crude from Rusk, Gregg and 
other East Texas fields and one-third 
of the price posted for some of the 
high gravity oils there. The refinery 
products market was quick to respond 
to this action, and a late dispatch from 
Tulsa indicated that the gasoline mar- 
ket was reduced again, establishing a 
new low for the movement. 

Industrial naphthas, solvents and re- 
lated higher fractions were not imme- 
diately influenced by the movement, 
but many of them continued in a weak 
position. Cleaners’ naphtha was par- 
ticular in this respect. 

At the conference of the Federal Oil 
Conservation Board and the Oil States 


to the reports received by the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute from 95.7 per- 
cent of the refining capacity of the 
country. 


Solvents and Diluents 


The movement of supplies of nup- 
thas, solvents and diluents into chan- 
nels of consumption in the local terri- 
tury was of a very routine nature 
last week. A similar kind of purchas- 
ing was reported from the Midcontin- 
ent and central states markets. Ap- 
parently the demand was merely suf- 
ficient to fortify surrounding con- 
ditions against any change in trend. 

The weakness in Stoddard solvents 
at the Midcontinent refinery market 
was not so prominent last week as in 
the immediately preceding weeks, some 
of the low prices recently available 
having been withdrawn. On the other 
hand, cleaners’ naphtha at the same 
point was somewhat easier than in 
previous weeks. Rubber solvents were 
steady with fair-sized demands eman- 
ating rom some of the larger manu- 
facturers of tires. The smaller buyers 
were very inactive. It was made known 
last week that production of pneuma-

Advisory Committee in the national 
capitol last week it was declared that 
the industry could not look for in- 
creased gasoline consumption this 
Summer. Potential demands from both 
the domestic and export divisions of 
the trade in the period from April 1 
to September 30 would probably not 
exceed 252,000,000 barrels, which rep- 
resented a decrease of four-fifths of 
one percent from the total consump- 
tion during the same period of 1930. 
Domestic crude oil needed to supply 
that much gasoline was estimated at 
$91,434,000 barrels, or a daily average 
of 2,521,500 barrels. Crude oil output 
during the initial week of this period 
averaged 2,252,100 barrels daily, ac- 
cording to the estimates of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute. This com- 
pared with 2,275,350 barrels during the 
preceding week and 2,530,350 barrels 
during the corresponding period last 
year. 

Crude oil imports during March 
were 3,942,000 barrels, compared with 
$339,000 barrels during the preceding 
month.

Cleaners’ Naphtha.—Although the 
refiners continued to quote the mar- 
ket at 5%c. per gallon for tankear 
lots, basis Group 3. refineries, the 
weakness that has been reported for 
the past few weeks was more evident 
last week.

Petroleum Thinner.—Refinery in the 
local bulk market continued to com- 
mand full asking prices of l0c. per 
gallon but demand was not very active 
last week. The Group 3 bulk market 
did not evidence any change in ap- 
pearance since the reduction in prices 
a week ago to the basis of 4c. per gal- 
lon for tankcar quantities at the re- 
fineries there.

Thursday to place the retail markets 
into line with the recently reduced po- 
sition of the bulk market.

The market was 
still quoted at 64%4c. per gallon for tank- 
car lots, but one refiner was openly 
naming %c. per gallon less, and it was 
indicated that quite a few offerings at 
that price in other directions. Stocks 
were heavy and continued to mount, 
according to the latest estimate, which 
showed East Coast stocks at 8,931,000 
rallons, compared with 8,690,000 gallons 
« week previous. Effective Thursday, 
tankwagon and service station prices 
were reduced 3/10c. per gallon through- 
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out the middle Atlantic seaboard. The 
reduction was designed to place the 
distributing and retail markets in line 
with the recently lowered position of 


the bulk market, and marked the first 
general cut in the territory since De- 
cember. The export market did not 


contain any new features since the re- 
ductions effected at the Gulf a week 
ago. 

Kerosene.—The local bulk market did 
not evidence much of a change during 
the period under review. The refiners 
continued to quote the 41-43 water 
white product at 6c. per gallon, but 
there was not much material that 
moved at that figure. The price of 
5%c, per gallon represented the actual 
“going” position of the market, and 
even at that basis there was not much 
activity. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Since the cut in 
Diesel oil prices at the local terminals 
un week ago there have been no new 
prices featured among the heavy oils. 
Diesel oil remained at $1.75 per barrel 
and C grade bunker oil was quoted at 
$1.05 per barrel, basis refineries. The 
latter was still subject to shading at 
some distributing points in the terri- 
tory. Gas oil continued with charac- 
teristic weakness. Stocks of gas and 
fuel oils at East Coast refineries during 
the week ended April 4 were 7,692,000 
barrels, compared with 7,244,000 barrels 
in the preceding week. Stocks in the 
entire country were 126,433,000 barrels 
during the week ended April 4. 

Lubricating Oils.—The market here 
was far from active last week. Prices 
for Eastern oils were holding nominal- 
ly, and no alterations in quotations 
have come forth since the recent re- 
duction in bright stocks. Bright stocks 
were not very firm last week. Neutral 
oils continued to lead the group of 
Pennsylvania oils from a point of price 
strength. The movement of lubricating

Perhaps the most encouraging develop- 
ment at the beginning of the current 
week, in an otherwise discouraging and 
irregular market picture existing through- 
out the Midcontinent area, was a report 
to the effect that one of the major re- 
finers and distributors in Texas, had 
purchased at the close of the preceding 
week, approximately 500 cars of the 60- 
62 400 ep. gasoline, for prompt shipment 
to its local service stations throughout 
the territory. 

While this buying alone is not sufficient 
to warrant the expectation of anything 
than a temporary stabilizing effect, it 
has created a little better feeling among 
the local refiners, and has had a tendency 
to interrupt or delay the dumping of 
distress stocks of the U.S. Motor product 
at lower prices. 

Domestic jobbers and car lot marketers 
continue to buy the U.S. Motor product 
sparingly and in just sufficient quantities 
to take care of their current requirements, 
but prices have held steady at about the 
same levels prevailing during the previous 


week, Considering the large amount of 
Fast Texas crude available at price as 
low as 30c. per barrel f.o.b. tankears for 


immediate and over the month shipment, 
there is little incentive to fill empty gaso- 
line storage at this time they claim. 

All grades of natural gasolines again 


drifted lower in price, touching new low 
levels for the year, on a very light spot 


demand. ‘However, the majority of man- 


ufacturers contend that production is 
away below normal, and that stocks car- 
ried are comparatively small for this 
season of the year. 

There is little if any change in the 
naphtha, solvents and hydro-carbon sit- 
nation from the preceding week.

East Texas gasoline is beginning to 
come into this market in a small quan- 
tity and at the low cost of crude and the 
low freight rate from the new oil district 
this gasoline is cutting quite an important 
figure here. The older refining districts 
are giving some concessions to meet this 
competition. 

The retail gasoline market in the local 
territory has been in a very weak posi- 
tion and effective Saturday, a le. per 
gallon reduction will be made by the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana through- 
out its territory. Also, this company is 
inaugurating a new departure in their 
gasoline marketing policy by installing a 
new cheap gasoline at all outlets through- 
out its territory, priced 2c. per gallon 
below the regular motor grade. It is 
understood to be a competitive product 
to meet the widespread price cutting 
throughout the territory. 

Solvents and nanhthas are 
a fair volume without special feature 
at this time. The buying is limited to 
routine developments on the part of the 
consumers, large and small, and prices 
are in about the same position as for 
some time past. Large industrial users 
are ordering cautiously and are keeping 
down their inventories. 

Kerosene business has been disappoint- 
ing. Likewise the various heating oils 
are slow and draggy, with less interest 
being shown by buyers than for a long 
time. Price shading is reported frequent- 
ly. Distillates are easy and dull. The 
same condition applies to the high grade 
gas oils and fuel oils. 

Fuel oil and gas oil of lower grade, 
suitable for industr‘al use, are barely 
holding their own. The demand is spotty, 
Some industries are taking out fair 
amounts of material. Others are holding 
back their orders. Prices on low grade 
industrial gas o'l are extremely low. 

Lubricating oil prices in this market 
from eastern sources are slightly firmer, 
but the southwestern market on = such 
products as bright stocks is still séft.

Imports vs. Production 


Mr. Walker then asked if it is the 
intention of the States Advisory Com- 
mittee to curtail domes.ie production 
in the same proportion as imports 
have been curtailed voluntarily. When 
several members replied affirmatively, 
Mr. Walker declared:—‘If that is the 
case, there is no oil problem left.” 

He then proceeded to cite figures 
showing that domestic production has 
been increasing while imports have 
been falling off and, whereas, imports 
in 1922 were 25 percent of production 
they are now only 10 percent. 


Mr. Walker was quizzed by T. A. 
Hunter, an independent producer, 
Wichita Falls, Texas, who asked him 


what would be the policy of the large 
importing companies at the expiration 
of the ninety-day period for which 
they have agreed to curtail imports. 

“That,” Mr. Walker replied, “de- 
pends on vou men here in this room. 
If producers take advantage of the cut 
in imports to increase their output, we 
will not be inclined to make further 
reductions in our shipments.” 

“Are you willing to cut imports to 


the proration percentage of the big 

flush fields?” Mr. Hunter asked. 
“No,” was the reply; “but we will 

restrict imports to the level of the 


average United States production.” 

Mr. Hunter objected that flush for- 
eign fields should be put on the same 
basis as flush domestic fields which are 
now shut in to 5 or 10 percent of their 
capacity, but Mr. Walker replied that 
there is no justice in depriving Amer- 
ican concerns of the business they have 
built up of supplying the Atlantic 
coast markets with imported oil. He 
said foreign fields were developed by 
Americans at the suggestion of the 
Federal government at a time when 
an impending scarcity of domestic oil 
was feared. Since 1920, he said, im- 
ports have been reduced 18 percent 
while domestic production has _ in- 
creased 96 percent. 

This picture was challenged by Wirt 
Franklin, president of the Independent 
Petroleum Association of America, who 
asserted that the only reason imports 


have declined is because of the ex- 
haustion of Mexican fields and that 
they have heen increasing since the 


development of Venezuelan production. 
He declared that Gulf and Standard 
of New Jersey interests had cut im- 
ports and “played the game,” but that 
other importers had increased gasoline 
imports 125 percent in the last eigh- 
teen months, and that he could not but 
challenge the impression that the im- 
porters have seriously attempted to 
reduce imports. 


Independents at Odds 


Mr. Franklin pledged the sincere co- 
operation of independent producers in 
the plan for stabilization of the in- 
dustry, and he thank the oil board for 
its efforts in securing curtailment of 
imports. This, he said, is of real ben- 
efit, as heretofore all slack resulting 
from proration has been taken up by 
imports and in spite of all efforts at 
reduction of output the price is now 
one-third of what it was eighteen 
months ago. 

R. H. Smith, an independent opera- 
tor, Tulsa, opposed the plan of State 
co-operation, saying that the States 
have so far failed to meet the situa- 
tion, and that State regulation of banks 
and railroads has had to give way to 
Federal regulation. He suggested Fed- 
eral legislation creating a national con- 
servation commission with power to 
stop wildcat drilling, shut out im- 
ports, and regulate oil production to 
meet demands. He said he would sub- 
mit his ideas to the board in detail. 

A large number of oil men were 
present at the hearing but declined the 
chairman's invitation to make sugges- 
tions, including Henry L. Doherty, head 
of the Cities Service Company, who 
said he was present to listen, and only 
suggested that all speakers secure rec- 
ognition and introduce themselves so 
that the record would be clear. 

In closing the session, Secretary 
Wilbur announced that the board was 
ready to express its general approval 
of the plan presented, and hoped that 
the committee would succeed. He asked

Later Mr. Murray announced that the 
committee had authorized the appoint- 
ment of a committee of technicians of 
the oil industry to ascertain more ac- 
curate estimates of potential petroleum 
production, in line with the recom- 
mendation made by the board’s com- 
mittee on economics. 


Secretary Wilbur, following the con- 
ference, issued a statement declaring 
that the plan of the States committee 
gives promise of substantial results in 
the conservation of oil products and in 
the prevention of monopoly in the oil 
industry. 

The preliminary report of the Volun- 
tary Committee on Petroleum Eco- 
nomics was prepared especially for 
presentation at the conference with the 
Oil States Advisory Committee and 
was made public before the meeting by 
Secretary Wilbur. 

A more detailed report, containing 
tables and explaining the data used in 
reaching the conclusions, will be made 
public at St. Louis April 15 in con- 
nection with the meeting of the mar- 
keting division of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute. The committee con- 
sisted of E. B. Swanson, chief econo- 
mist for the United States Bureau of 
Mines, chairman; John W. Frey, of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce; Martin Van Couvering, 
petroleum engineer, Los Angeles; Al- 
fred G. White, of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, New York, and 
Howard Bennette, of the Western Pe- 
troleum Refiners’ Association. 


Less Demand Estimated 


A decline of 0.8 percent in the gaso- 
line demands during the six-month 
period April 1 to September 30, 1931, 
as compared with the same period last 
year was estimated by the committee. 
Domestic demand was estimated to in- 
crease by 1.5 percent, but exports are 
expected to drop. 


Imports of crude petroleum will de- 
crease 9 percent during the period and 
gasoline imports 33 percent, the com- 
mittee estimates. 

Domestic refiners will need to pro- 
duce 224,140,000 barrels of gasoline to 
meet the demand during the six-month 
period, the report states, and this will 
call for a domestic crude oil produc- 
tion of 461,434,000 barrels, considering 
all needs. This equals a daily average 
production of 2,521,497 barrels, which 
the committee suggests be allocated 
35.25 percent to Texas, 24.56 percent to 
Oklahoma, 20.94 percent to California, 


and 19.25 percent to all other States. 
Normal reduction of crude oil stocks 
would reduce the dally average pro- 


duction to 2,433,600 barrels. The re- 
port takes no consideration of gasoline 
in bulk terminal storage or of field 
storage of crude, data not being avail- 
able. 

A further recommendation made by 
the committee is that a committee of 
engineers be designated by the oil in- 
dustry to develop a method for uni- 
formly estimating potential crude oil 
production of wells and fields, declar- 
ing excessive estimates of potential 
production to be an ill of the industry. 


Honolulu Fuel Oil Depot 
To Be Sold by U.S.S.B. 


WASHINGTON, April 8, 1931. 

The United States Shipping Board 
today authorized the Merchant Fleet 
Corporation to prepare advertisements 
and specifications for bids looking to 
the sale of the board’s fuel oil station 
in Honolulu. The date for opening of 
bids has not yet been fixed. 

The station, which is located on land 
leased from the Oahu Railway, consists 
of two 55,000-barrel steel storage tanks 
and two steam pumps. It was first put 
in operation in July, 1920. Action an- 
ticipating the sale of this fuel station 
has been taken as a result of greatly 
reduced Shipping Board operations in 
the Pacific following the sale of its 
Pacific lines. It is not believed that the 
station will go out of business, but that 
the purchaser will continue its use as 
at present.

Slight Improvement in Contract Shipments--Copperas 
F'emer on Lower Steel Mill Operations--Strong Tone

The market for the industrial chemi- 


cals was exceptionally quiet through- 
out the week just ended. Although the 
spot dealings noted a highly irregular 


demand, the shipments of the various 
materials against existing contracts 
Was reported to have shown a slight 
improvement thus far in the second 
quarter. However, the major quarters 
of consumption continue to adhere to 
the cautious policy of stepping up pro- 
duction schedules and mantaining a 
reluctant attitude toward the expand- 
ing of commitments beyond actual re- 
quirements, 

Quotations on copperas were slight- 
ly firmer, being influenced by the two 
percent recession in the steel mill op- 
eration to 53 percent of operating ca- 
pacity, marking the third successive 
week of the decline in mill operations. 
However, consumers of copperas 
showed a disposition to await until the 
steel situation becomes entirely clear 
before entering the market for any 
sizable quantities. 

In connection with the 
the steel industry in the final quarter 
of the first half of the year, it was 
senerally believed that the recent rise 
in the price of certain steel specifica- 
tions would serve to bring out a num- 
ber of orders. At the same time the 
further expansion in the automotive 
industry was expected to result in ad- 
ditional unfilled orders, inasmuch as 
the peak production month in the au- 
tomotive trade is not expected to be 
reached before August. 

The irregular movement displayed in 
the copper market failed to have any 
influencing effect on the price of blue 
vitriol.

Reagent Chemicals Found 
To Run Low in Quality 


Bureau of Standards tests of over 
200 reagent chemicals purchased for 
use in its laboratories during the past 
two and a half years have revealed 
that a large percentage of these ma- 
terials are of inferior quality, accord- 


ing to George K. Burgess, director of 
the bureau. About 75 percent of the 
chemicals tested, representing a con- 
siderable variety of materials whose 


purity is of much importance to the 
analytical chemist were purchased un- 
der the quality specifications prepared 
by the American Chemical Society. 
Only two-thirds of the chemicals in 
this group were found to conform en- 
tirely to specified requirements. 

Of the second group of chemicals, 
which were purchased under the gen- 
eral requirement of “analytical reagent 
quality,” only 60 percent were found to 
conform fully to the standards indi- 
cated by the labels on the containers. 
Considerable variations were found in 
the success of the different producers 
of these materials in meeting the re- 
quirements of their own standards or 


those of the American Chemical So- 
ciety specifications. 

The bureau studied with care a 
number of reagents of especially in- 
ferior quality, and has been able to 
point out means by which improve- 
ment can be made in the quality of 


reagent chemicals in general.

MacKay, mining Burgess stated that helium is the most 
difficult of all gases to liquefy, the 


boiling point of the liquid being minus 
452 degrees Fahrenheit, or only 7.4 de- 
grees above absolute zero. This ex- 
tremely low temperature is about 142 
degrees lower than the temperature 
of liquid air. Helium has been lique- 
fied in only three other places, namely, 
Berlin, Toronto and Leiden, Holland. 
The Bureau of Standards’ achievement 
will aid in the accurate establishment 
of another low fixed point for further 
extension of the International Tem- 
perature scale, and the achievement is 
regarded as of the highest scientific 
importance inasmuch as many phe- 
nomena of modern physics, such as the 
postulates of Einstein and others can 
be studied only at these extremely low 
temperatures, 

The process used by the bureau in 
the production of liquid helium is an 
extremely complex and difficult one. It 
involves the progressive production of 
lowered temperatures by brine, carbon 
dioxide, liquid air, liquid hydrogen, and 
finally by expansion of the hydrogen to 
produce liquid helium. By “boiling” 
the helium under a high vacuum, a 
temperature of minus 456, Fuhrenheit, 
wis obtained. 


German Chemical Trade 


Germany's exports of chemicals in 
1930 had a total value of $281,550,000, 
ompared with $326,700,000 in the pre- 
ceding year, according to information 
sent to the Department of Commerce 
by the trade commissioner at Berlin. 
Imports of chemicals had a total value 
of $61,560,000 in 1930, against $76,301,- 
000 in 1929. The chief chemical exports 
during 1930 were:—Inorganics, $59,500,- 
000; coaltar dyes, $46,650,000; nitrogen 
fertilizers, $45,200,000; pharmaceuticals, 
$29,036,000, and mineral colors and 
paints, $23,500,000. The chief export 
markets in 1929 were the United States, 
Austria-Hungary, Netherlands, Japan, 
ind Great Britain. (Trade Commis- 
sioner William T. Daugherty, Berlin.) 

According to the German special in- 
quiry commission the chemical indus- 
try proper operates 3,000 plants and 
employs around 320,000 persons. This 
estimate does not include between 5,000 
and 6,000 units of “household dimen- 
sions.” The total valuation of the Ger- 
man chemical enterprises is around 
6,000,000,000 marks. The Union for the 
Promotion of German Chemical Inter- 
ests estimates that Germany in 1927 
produced 16.5 percent of the world’s 
chemical output and exported 28 per- 
cent of the world total in 1929. 


Imperial Chemical Sales 
Volume Reduced in 1930 


The report of the directors of Im- 
perial Chemical Industries, Ltd., for 
last vear stated there was a reduction 
in the sales volume of subsidiary com- 
panies, compared with 1929. Sales in 
the alkali and general chemical groups 
fell aout 14 percent. Aggregate sales 
of fertilizers showed a considerable ad- 
vance. The predominant markets for 
fertilizers were located abroad, notably 
the Far East, where despite adverse 
conditions in China, India and Japan, 
the sales volume showed marked ex- 
pansion. But in the United Kingdom 
they declined by nearly 25 percent. 

The physical volume of all sales of 
dyestuffs fell by 13 percent. Sales of 
miscellaneous products, such as cellu- 
lose paints and varnishes, ferro-tung- 
sten, welding products, gas mantles 
and insulators, on the whole showed 
gratifying results, having regard to the 
depressed state of trade generally. 

The general trade of Canadian In- 
dustries, Ltd., fell somewhat, but the 
sale of fertilizers was substantially in- 
creased. African Explosives A Indus- 
tries, Ltd., showed satisfactory prog- 
ress; and Imperial Chemical Industries 
of Australia & New Zealand, Ltd., had 
a good yvear. 

Net profit of Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries, Ltd., for the year ended De- 
cember 31, 1930, aggregated £4,473,392, 
ifter reserve for obsolescence and pro- 
Vision for income tax. This was equal 
to 2.79 percent on the 10s. deferred 
stock after preference and ordinary 
dividends. It compared with £5,251,- 
188, or 4.23 percent on the deferred 
stock, in 1929.

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Soda Silicofluoride Price

Determined as Duty Basis 

WASHINGTON, April 7, 1931. 

The American selling price of soda 
silicofluoride in 1928 and 1929 was 4 
cents per pound rather than 5 cents 
per pound, the United States Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals has de- 
cided in reversing the customs court 
in a case brought by Innis, Speiden & 
Co. and the H. P. Lambert Company. 

Because of a presidential proclama- 
tion made under the flexible provisions 
of the tariff act, soda silicofluoride was 
dutiable on the American selling price 
rather than on the foreign value, the 
rate being 25 percent. The American 
selling price was defined by section 402 
of the tariff act of 1922 as the price at 
which an article is freely offered for 
sale to all purchasers in the principal 
market of the United States, in the 
ordinary course of trade and in the 
usual wholesale quantities. 

The soda silicofluoride was entered 
at 4 cents per pound, but the ap- 
praiser set the value at 5 cents. A 
single judge of the customs court held 
the value to be 4 cents, but the ma- 
jority of the court, on rehearing, de- 
cided on 5 cents. The appellate court 
has now decided that the American 
selling price at the time of entry was 
4+ cents per pound, and has remanded 
the case for further proceedings. 

The importers rested on testimony 
of John F. Wischhusen, New York, 
and Arthur W. Wilkinson, of the Ster- 
ling Products Company, Easton, Pa 
who declared they had purchased soda 
silicofluoride from the Baugh Chemica! 
Company, Baltimore, at different times 
at 4 cents per pound. The govern- 
ment relied on the testimony of Henry 
Sundheimer, New York sales agent or 
distributor for the output of eight dif- 
ferent plants. He testified to sales at 
varying prices, but attempted to es- 
tablish 5 cents per pound as a mini- 
mum. Regarding his testimony, the 
court said:— 

It would serve no useful purpose to go 
into a full and detailed discussion of a!l 
the reasons why the sales to Sunheimer 
and his sales to others were not such 
sales as are contemplated by subsection 
(f) of section 402. Certainly his sales 
at various prices, depending upon different 
quantities and trade conditions, cannot he 
accepted as the American selling price. 
According to his testimony, he had vari- 
ous American selling prices, depending 
upon a number of different conditions, 
which result in such a controlling of the 
price and such uncertainty as to a definite 
American selling price as to justify the 
appraising officials in rejecting such evi- 
dence as establishing American selling 
price. His goods were not freely offered 
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to all at the same price His testimony, 
therefore, amounts to no substantial evi- 
dence that the American selling price was 
5 cents per pound. 

It is the government’s position that the 
sales of the Baugh Chemical Company 
were in quantities so small as compared 
to the entire sales in America (according 
to the government's contention, 20 per- 
cent, and the importers’, 40 percent) that 
the price of such sales cannot be ac- 
cepted as the American selling price and 
proper dutiable value, and especially is 
this true, it is contended, where 8 per- 
cent of the American production was sold 
at a higher price. 

At first blush it does seem to bring 
in anomalous result, in finding the du- 
tiable value, to reject the sale price of 
the major portion of a commodity and 
to accept the sale price of a minor por- 
tion of the same. This apparent anomaly, 
however, disappears when consideration 
is given to the fact that the American 
selling price is definitely defined in the 
statute, and as the major portion of the 
entire sales was made in a manner not 
in accordance with the statutory require- 
ments, all of such sales must be disre- 
garded, and that if any material portion 
of the entire sales was made in America 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
statute, these sales, regardless of the 
comparative quantity, must be accepted 
as the true standard of value. Indeed, it 
is probable that there are various kinds 
of goods made and sold in the United 
States which are never sold in accord- 
ance with the terms of the statute under 
consideration. 

The court also discussed the deter- 
mination of the principal market, which 
Sundheimer contended was the Middle 
West. It was concluded that the prin- 
cipal market under the tariff law is the 
market in which the goods are freely 
offered for sale, which in this case was 
Baltimore

Fall Bribery Conviction 
Upheld by Appeals Court 


WASHINGTON, April 6, 1931. 

Appeals in two cases growing out of 
the Teapot Dome and Elk Hills Naval 
Reserve oil scandals of the Harding 
administration were lost today by deci- 
sions of the Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia, which upheld 
the conviction of Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, on charges 
of accepting a bribe from Edward L. 
Doheny, and which also confirmed the 
assessment of $30,000 fines on each of 
two counts of contempt of court 
against Harry M. Blackmer, former 
president of the Midwest Refining 
Company, Denver.

His counsel appealed 
on the grounds that the Walsh act 
was unconstitutional in that it at- 
tempted to extend the power of the 
court beyond its jurisdiction and that 


the tines were excessive. 
The Court of Appeals upheld the 
Walsh act, stating that, if the sum- 


mons is proper and reasonable, travel 
and expense allowances are granted 
and «a summons served abroad is due 
process of law. It stated that a single 
individual may not be permitted to 
clog the wheels of justice by crossing 


the international border, and that, as 
only a man of wealth could afford to 
expatriate himself, a heavy fine was 


justified. 

Both cases will probably be appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Fall's counsel, Frank J. Ho- 
xan, was last reported in Europe, and 
no direct statement was obtainable as 
to the appeal, but reports from Albu- 
querque, New Mexico, stated that Fall 
had i:rdicated he would carry the case 


to the highest court if financial ar- 
ranzgements could be made. It was 
stated that members of his family 


were rallying to his aid.

Canada Reduces Gasoline

Cottonseed Oil Men 
Fighting States Taxes 


Levies on Butter Substitutes Pro- 
tested as Discriminatory and 
Bitter Battle Looms 


Widespread legislative action 
throughout the country in the form of 


hills in the several state legislatures 
designed to tax butter substitutes, or 
shortening and vegetable oils used in 


food stuffs has aroused a storm of pro- 
test from the southern cotton growing 
states, which regard such undertakings 
as being primarily aimed at cottonseed 
oil and products thereof. The cotton- 
seed industries and the agricultural of- 
ficials of cotton-growing states have 
begun an active campaign to prevent, 
or ameliorate .the tax proposals. Also 
there are intimations of retaliation by 
the southern states against such ac- 
tions, by the possible levying of taxes 
on hog lard and by-products. 

Ear] S. Haines, of Birmingham, Ala., 


executive secretary of the National 
Cottonseed Products Association, has 
taken a hand in the fight begun by 


commissioner of agriculture of south- 
ern states against proposed taxation 
of vegetable shortening by several 
midwestern states. He expresses con- 
fidence that the Iowa house of repre- 
sentatives will defeat a measure im- 
posing such a tax. The bill, exempt- 
ing corn products, provides for a tax 
of three cents a pound and has been 
passed by the Iowa senate. 

Similar measures are being advo- 
cated by state legislatures from “Ore- 
gon to Ohio,” said Mr. Haines, who de- 
clared them discriminatory against the 
southern state’s cottonseed crop which 
last year amounted to 420,000,000 bush- 
els. A bill placing a five-cent tax on 
shortening is in effect in South Dakota. 

“The value of the southern farmers’ 
cottonseed crop ranges around $200,- 
000,000 annually,” Haines said. “The 
chief outlet for this is cottonseed oil, 
80 percent or more of which is sold in 
the form of vegetable shortening. The 
closing of northern markets to this 
product, which generally competes with 
hog lard, obviously curtails the outlet 


for the southern farmers’ cottonseed 
crop.” 
He said “similar discrimnatory ac- 


tion is pending in the Ohio legislature 
while a bill before the Illinois house 
bans such shortening institutions. In 
Wisconsin a 5-cent tax is threatening,” 
Haines said. 

He declared the “southern people will 
not complacently submit to the closing 
of northern markets against one of 
their chief products and continue sub- 
missively to use foods coming from 
the corn belt, particularly hog lard.” 
Such a tax, he said, would virtually re- 
establish the Mason and Dixon line. 

W. B. Burgess, of New Orleans, sec- 
retary of the Louisiana division of the 
National Cottonseed Products Associa- 
tion, states that this division will lodge 
vigorous protests against the proposed 
taxation of cottonseed oil and its prod- 
ucts, now under consideration by a 
number of states. A telegram of pro- 
test has been sent to the Iowa legisla- 
ture by Harry D. Wilson, Louisiana 
commissioner of agriculture, protesting 
the proposed tax on behalf of the cot- 
ton growers of the state. 

In Colorado the legislature, nearing 
its wind-up, is debating the bill which 
would impose not only a high license 
on handling of oleomargarine, but 
would add an additional tax of 15 cents 
a pound on all that is sold. The bill is 
being backed by the dairy industry, 
while many business men urge the law- 


makers to be cautious. The Denver 
Live Stock Exchange has written all 


state senators as follows:— 

If you aid in the passage of the meas- 
ure, you will add injury to a major in- 
dustry that is now affected by the de- 
pression and is one in a class of agricul- 
ture that believes acts of congress or 
state legislatures, including appropria- 
tions, cannot relieve agriculture and can- 
not peg the value of agricultural products 
as has been demonstrated by actions of 
the federal farm board in attempting to 
fix the price of wheat and cotton. 

The Illinois House of Representatives 
has passed, by 103 to 10, a bill to pro- 
hibit state institutions from purchas- 
ing lard or butter substitutes for food 
purposes. 

The Senate of the New York Legis- 
lature has passed and sent to the Gov- 
ernor for signature a similar bill. 

In Oregon, the State Supreme Court 
has upheld an emergency clause in a 
bill imposing a tax on lard and butter 
substitutes.

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Sulphur and Pyrites 


The character of last week’s sulphur 
market was not different from the pre- 
ceding weeks. Demand measured up to 
the proportions that it has maintained 
for the past few weeks. Prices con- 
tinued to occupy a steady position, and 
the recent gossip regarding a reduction 
in prices seemed to have petered away. 
The position of the pyrites market was 
also unchanged, with prices holding 
firmly at 12c. to 13c. per unit. 


Baltimore Fertilizer Materials 
BALTIMORE, April 8, 1931. 

Developments last week in crude fer- 
tilizers were not of a character to alter 
the general aspect of the market. Crudes 
continued to show pronounced = quiet, 
orders limited to relatively small quan- 
tities. Some business is being done all 
the time, but buyers have no important 
needs and are very slow about entering 
into new commitments. It is thought 
here, however, that because of the hesi- 
tant start the shipping season will be 
prolonged beyond the ordinary time and 
that the reduction in the volume of busi- 
ness done in crudes will be smaller than 
now seems likely. 

The current quotations are about as fol-

FIS!HI SCRAP—It does not appear that 
any advance orders have been booked for 
menhaden or herring scrap, with occasion- 
al transactions in menhaden concluded at 
resale on the basis of about $4.50 and 
10c. per unit basis Baltimore. 

TANKAGE—Offerings seem to be ad- 
justed to needs of the market, with occa- 
sional transactions concluded on the basis 
of about $2.50 and 1c. for unground 
and up to $2.75 and 10ec. for 11 and 15 
high-grade ground stocks c.a.f. basis Bal- 
timore. 

BLOOD.—High-grade ground — stocks 
were quoted at $2.75 to $2.80 per unit 
for domestic spot, with imported supplies 
lfc. to 15c. lower. 

SUPERPHOSPHATE.—The producers 
adhere to their figures of $8 per ton for 
run of pile and $850 for 16 percent milled 
and screened stocks, 

NITRATE OF SODA—Importers are 
adhering to their figures of $2.05 per 109 
pounds for 100-ton lots and $2.08 in 
smaller quantities. 

NITROGENOUS MATERIAL—Quota- 
tions showed a further sagging during the 
week, with the general range now around 


2.25 per unit. 
GARBAGE TANKAGE—This ammoni- 
ate continues to be one of the steadiest 
items on the list with the prevailing quo- 
tations around $3, 10c. and 70c. per unit. 
SULPHATRD OF AMMONIA—The firm- 
ness in this material constitutes one of 
the features of the market for crudes, 
with $35 per ton adhered to persistently. 
POTASH—Much demonstration work is 
being done by the importers, especially in 
portions of Maryland and other states, 
and as a result of these efforts stocks are 
moving in fair quantities. 
BONE.—The quotations remain around 
22 to $25 per ton for 3 and 50 ground 
steamed and $26 to $29 for 3% and 50 
ground raw stocks, according to quality, 
which varies considerably. 


Chicago Fertilizer Materials 


CHICAGO, April 9, 1931. 


Fertilizer markets here are continuing 
under the influence of an indifferent atti- 
tude on the part of buyers. The result 
seems to be a price situation little changed 
in any of its aspects from the condition 
of the last few weeks The volume of 
business being transacted currently is 
fairly good, but is mostly without feature. 
Blood and tankage products are quoted 
at prices little changed. Some inquiries 
are out for bone materials, although buy- 
ing in these materials to date is rather 
slow. Cracklings were firmer.

Weather conditions have been unfavor- 
able for planting and _ soil preparation 
during the past week. Cold weather and 
heavy rains have prevailed,

steady. Buying is light and in small lots. 
Usually trading in materials ends about 
April 20, except for small lot, scattered 
sales. This year the backwardness of the 
season may modify this rule some.

Fertilizer Manufacture 
By State Is Proposed 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 7, 1931. 

The Jordan bill drawn with the view 
of providing cheap fertilizers for Ala- 
bama farmers has been favorably re- 
ported to the state senate with an 
amendment decreasing the appropria- 
tion for preliminary surveys looking 
to the establishment of a state-owned 
fertilizer plant from $100,000 to $10,000. 

The bill would create a corporation 
composed of the commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries, an executive of 
a farm co-operative association to be 
selected by the governor, and the 
president of the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. The corporation would have 
authority to acquire the necessary land 
and other properties for the manufac- 
ture of chemicals and other fertilizers. 

Profits derived from the operation of 
the fertilizer plant would be used in 
retirement of bonds issued for its con- 
struction and maintenance. Senator 
Jordan of Etowah says the proposition 
is entirely feasible and would be of 
great benefit to the agricultural in- 
terests of the state. He predicted its 
passage by the legislature and ap- 
proval by the governor.

Tennessee Corporation 
Fertilizer Sales Grow 


The Tennessee Corporation and sub- 
sidiaries reported net profit of $1,034,- 
907 for the year ended December 31, 
1930, after depreciation, Federal taxes, 
interest and other charges. This was 
equal to $1.20 a share of capital stock 
and compared with $1,877,431, or $2.19 
a share shown in 1929 by the predeces- 
sor company, the Tennessee Copper 
and Chemical Corporation and sub- 
sidiaries. 

In his remarks to stockholders, A. 
Lewisohn, president, stated that sales 
in 1930 of “loma,” the company’s fer- 
tilizer product, were practically double 
those of 1929 and advance sales for 
1931 have been considerably in excess 
of corresponding advanced sales for 
1930. Ore reserves added during 1930, 
he stated, exceeded the tonnage mined 
and plants and equipment are in ex- 
cellent shape. Operations for 1930 were 
on a reduced scale from the high 1929 
record, a decrease in demand for acid 
requiring a smaller tonnage of ore. 

Total sales of the company in 1930 
were $12,106,518 which compared with 
$12,395,407 in 1929. Current assets as 
of December 31, 1930, were $5,903,736 
compared with $8,656,112 at the end of 
1929. Current liabilities were $978,349 
compared with $922,400. The net work- 
ing capital as of December 31, 1930, 
was $4,925,387 compared with $7,733,712 
at the end of 1929.

Superphosphate Data Are

A change in the method of present- 
ing monthly statistics on activities of 
fertilizer manufacturing plants was 
inaugurated by the Bureau of the 
Census this week in issuing figures 
on February production. 

Separate reports will henceforth 
issued on superphosphate output 
the production of sulphuric acid by 
fertilizer manufacturers. In the past 
these data have been incorporated in 
a single monthly statement, but as the 
figures on the two commodities are 
generally of interest to different groups 
it was thought advisable to publish 
them separately.

Further Recession Noted 


The market for the various hydro- 
carbon bases lacked an outstanding 
feature during the week just ended. 
However, the market as a whole pre- 
sented a somewhat steadier price ap- 
pearance. The demand side of the 


trading continued to be governed by the 
cautious attitude of buyers to restrict 
commitments to actual requirements. 
On the other hand, the frequency of the 
call enabled the volume of the turnover 
to reach a substantial aggregate during 
the period under review. 

The talk possibilties of a slight 
squeeze taking place in the benzol was 
greatly dissipated with the clarifying 
of the steel situation and the prospects 
ef pic iron production during the sec- 
ond quarter of the year. The report of 
“Tron Age” indicated that pig iron pro- 
duction 7.6 percent during March, 
marking an increase for the third con- 
secutive month. Production of pig iron 
in March was placed at 2,032,248 tons, 
or 65.556 tons a day, compared with 1,- 
706,621 tons, or 60.950 tons daily, in 
February. Notwithstanding the gain, 
the showing for March was the poorest 
for that month since 1921. At the same 
time, it was indicated that eight more 
blast furnaces were active on April 1 
than a month previous. 

Steel mill operations were placed at 
53 percent of operating capacity, com- 
pared with 55 percent a week ago and 
57 percent in the same period a fort- 
night While it is unlikely that 
unfilled for steel increased in

Coke By-Products Show 
Long-Contirued Progress 


Steady gains in value and yield of 
by-products of the coking of coal have 
during the past fifteen 
vears, says A. C. Fieldner, chief engi- 
neer in the experiment stations divi- 
sion of the United States Bureau of 
Mines, in a recently published report 
(R. TL. 3079) on “Recent Developments 
in By-Products from Bituminous Coal.” 
The design of ovens and by-product 
recovery equipment has been continu- 
ously improved, Mr. Fieldner says, and 
practically every new installation in 


been made 


recent yvears has had some mechani- 
eal or process improvement giving 
greater capacity, better quality of 


product, better yields, lower costs, or 


new by-products. 

With respect to the future of coke 
by-products, in view of competition 
from natural gas and synthetic chem- 
istry, Mr. Fieldner says:— 

The by-product oven has not only dis- 
placed the beehive oven as a producer of 
metallurgical coke, but it has in recent 
years taken an important position § in 
supplying base-load gas for city use in 
conjunction with coke for the domestic 
fuel trade. It is probable that further 
extensive developments in this direction 
will be arrested to some degree in regions 
that will be served by long-distance natu- 
ral-g1s pipelines and possibly by the 
increasing amounts of refinery gas now 
hecoming available. At present these re- 
finery gases and liquefied gas, such as 
propane and butane, are supplementing 
rather than displacing coke-oven gas. The 
future interrelation of these various types 
of gases is difficult to predict. 

The declining prices of ammonia, due 
to cheap synthetic ammonia, have made 
the profitable recovery of this by-product 
a real problem. European investigators 
have attempted to avoid the purchase of 
sulphuric acid for ammonia recovery by 
utilizing the sulphur in the coke-oven gas, 
Two new processes for the conjoint re- 
covery of sulphur, ammonia, and cyano- 
gen compounds have been developed in 
Europe and are being given large-scale 
try-outs. In America, the sulphur re- 
covery purification process is making ex- 
cellent progress and promises to give a 
new by-product sulphur peculiarly adapt- 
ed to fungicidal and agricultural purposes, 
The problem of ammonia-still waste dis- 
nosal has been solved Phenol, the trou- 
blesome constituent of these wastes, is 
recovered in salable form, 85,000 gallons 
of crude phenols being obtained in 1929 

Imprevements have been made in light- 
oil refining, which reduce light-oil losses 
in the washing process, and a larger pro- 
portion of coke-oven tars are now being 
refined with a resultant increase in the 
production of creosote oil. Much work 
has been done on attempts to develop 
new uses for low-temperature tar, but it 
can not be said that any material com- 
mercial outlet, other than utilization as a 
fuel, has been developed

Through their attorney, the Hilliers 
state that the United company falsely 
represented to them that the price 
mentioned in the alleged agreement of 
February 2, 1931, was a fair one and 
the best that could be obtained: and 
“so continually beset, importuned, in- 
fluenced, and threatened said officers 
that they had neither time nor energy 
to seek out other potential buyers of 
said stock in trade at a fair price and 
were afraid to do so because of the 
plaintiff's continual threats and warn- 
receivership.” The Hilliers 
it was by these threats that 
the plaintiff procured the unauthor- 
ized execution of the alleged 
ment of February 2, 1931, without the

The Hilliers further state in 
answer that this lack of authority 
known to the United corporation. They 
also state that the United corporation 
knew that the price named in the al- 
leged agreement was so grossly inade- 
quate as not to provide sufficient funds 
to pay the Hillier creditors. They fur- 
ther say that the plaintiff “did not 
disclose or intend to disclose” to the 
creditors that the purchase price was 
“fraudulently inadequate” or disclose 
to the creditors the “fraud, undue in- 
fluence and duress it was practicing” 
on the officers of the R. Hillier’s Son 
Company; on the contrary, they assert 
that the officers of the United corpora- 
tion concealed all the above alleged 
facts from most creditors and attempted 
to conceal them from all. Finally, 
they declare, when the price to be ob-

tained became known to Fanny D. 
Walton and the Hudson County Na- 
tional Bank, creditors, these creditors 


emphatically protested against the sale 
and against the authorization thereot 
by the board of directors and by the 
stockholders of the Hillier company. 
Whereupon the Hillier company, its 
board of directors and its stockholders 
refrained from authorizing the alleged 
agreement of February 2, 1931. 

As to the amended agreement of 
February 19, 1931, in which the United 
Chemical & Drug Corporation agreed 
to pay the Hilliers $30,000 for the stock, 
name, formulas, trademarks and so on, 
paying $5,000 cash and $25,000 in thirty 
days, and further agreed to take some 
machinery for $5,000, which, the plain- 
tiff has charged, was authorized, ac- 
cepted and ratified by the officers, 
board of directors and the stockholders 
of the R. Hillier’s Son Company, the 
Hillier’s answer says that the offer 
“was not reduced to writing and was 
not accepted by R. Hillier’s Son Com- 
pany, Ine., or by its officers, or by its 
board of directors, and the subsequent 
so-called ‘modified’ agreement alleged 
to have been entered into by R. Hil- 
lier’s Son Company on the nineteenth 
day of February, 1931, was not reduced 
to writiing or signed by the party 
sought to be charged therein, viz., 
R. Hillier’s Son Company, Inc., and was 
not thereafter partially performed by 
the delivery of any goods or by the 
payment of any money thereunder, and 
it is not therefore in any event en- 
forceable against R. Hillier’s Son Com- 
pany, Ine.”

Drop in Raw Material Prices Brings Sharp Decline in 
Quotations for Morphine and Codeine Salts--Methy| 
Acetone Lowered Again--Domestic Quicksilver Up 


Sharp declines in morphine and co- 
deine salts, lower quotations for 
methyl acetone, and an advance in 
prices for domestic quicksilver were 
the price features outstanding in the 
market for drugs and fine chemicals 
during the past week. Aleohol was 
quiet after the recovery that came with 
the ending of the previous week, and 
apparently the market will remain in 
settled condition for the time being at 
least. Synthetic methanol was easier 
and was understood to be competing 
with denatured alcohol strongly. 
Menthol was quiet under light demand. 
Mercurial preparations were about firm 
and did not reflect the rise in quota- 
tions for quicksilver. Bismuth metal 
was firm at the recent advance and 
cadmium metal was somewhat firmer 
in most quarters. 

Decline in quotations for products 
derived from opium had been forecast 
in the lower prices at which that ar- 
ticle had been bought in the European 
markets of late. Also, comparatively 
large stocks there had operated to 
weaken the local position of the de- 
rived materials. The decline was very 
sharp and established the first change 
to come in the last vear or two. 

Synthetic methanol was unsettled. 
Reports were current to the effect that 
antifreeze methanol was being offered 
at prices sharply below the schedule 
for denatured alcohol used for anti- 
freeze purposes. It was intimated that 
the makers of methanol were not sat-

Tax-Free Alcohol 

Art. 79. “Application for Permit to Use 
Tax-Free Alcohol, ete.”’ Provides that all 
applications must show quantity desired 
to be withdrawn based on estimated re- 
quirements for one year. These applica- 
tions (Form 1447) for tax-free alcohol are 
not required to be submitted to adminis- 
trators. 

Art. 81. “Permit to Use Tax-Free Alco- 
hol, ete.’

Still Higher Psyllium Prices Expected to Stimulate 
Larger French Crop--Hungarian Chamomile Up on 


Scarcity and Demand --Bourbon Vanilla Is Higher 


Vsvyllium seed was the outstanding 
feature in the botanical market last 
week due to demand, advancing prices. 
and scarcity of supplies. Hungarian 
chamomile were also prominent in the 
events of the week, being in very small 
supply and not being replenishable in 
quantity short of July and the arrival 
ot the first shipments of new crop. 
Bourbon vanilla beans were to the fore 
in another advance, Declines in prices 
were numerous, as may be seen from 
the list below. Practically all reduc- 
tions in prices were due to the current 
competition that has persisted despite 
the fact that business had improved 
moderately of late. In virtually all 
respects, it was a buyers’ market. 

The sharp revival of demand and the 
shortage in psyllium seed stocks here 
and abroad were reflected in the ad- 
vancing prices that put the article 
into a position of exceptional strength. 


Due to the higher prices, it was ex- 
pected that the French and Spanish 
growers would plant an acreage even 


larger than had been forecast, and that 
a huge production would eventually be- 
come available. However, the United 


States seemed to have absorbed readily

Balsams 


Copaiba.—Inquiries came in slowly 
throughout the period, but by the close 
ot the week a very fair volume had 
been run up by the jobbing orders that 
reached the spot. Enough business 
was done to keep prices steady. 

Peru.—Competition brought sales at 
$1.40 to $1.50 per pound, being a drop 
of 10c. from previous quotations. The 
requirements of buyers were not very 
large during the week just ended. 

Tolu.—Quotations were down to S80c. 
to S5e. per pound and reports were 
current to the effect that firm orders 
in hand might be placed for something 


under the inside figure. The replace- 
ment market has been somewhat 
easier.

Hungarian chamomile were scarce 
and in such excellent demand that 
sellers were able to dictate prices with- 
out danger of being upset by competi- 


tion Efforts have been made to pro- 
vide proper preparation of the new 
crop to the end that when it arrives 
here it will be readily passed by the 
Department of Agriculture. Much of 
the 1930 crop reaching here was re- 
jected. 

“ Bourbon vanilla beans at higher 
prices were almost totally out of de- 
mand When prices were under a 
dollar per pound, the demand had been 


very good, but on the rise buyers with- 
drew and viewed the situation as un- 
warranted. Some think that the 50 
percent rise in prices being received by 
the planters may encourage them to 
produce a larger crop than had been 
expected, Mexican beans were steady. 




















Among the declines in prices, those 
in Peru and tolu balsam, dragons 
blood reeds, kamala, false unicorn, and 
Canada snake root were the largest 
and most prominent.

Passion Flower.— Plentiful stocks 
were the rule and the market had a 


comparatively easy undertone most of 
the time during the past week. Quota- 
tions were 5c. to 6c. per pound and it 
appeared likely that firm orders could 


be placed for a fraction less if the 
quantity wanted proved to be at- 
tractive. 

Thyme.—Slightly more demand was 
reported. The call for Spanish and 
French goods was very fair and re- 
sulted in support of prices and free- 


dom of competition in most quarters.

Buchu.—An attempt to put this ar- 
ticle higher has been noted and on the 


basis of adequate return to sellers it 
should be at a higher level. However, 
the attempt has yet to be successful; 
too much unsold stock in weak hands 
exists on the spot.

Ipecac.— Declines have been checked 
in the primary market and the spot has 
become steadier on the spot, too, 
Whole root was priced at $1.50 to $1.75 
per pound, and for powder, $1.85 to 
$1.90 was wanted. Demand has yet to 
show a major improvement locally. 

Snake.—Canada snake root was re- 
duced to 23c. to 24c. per pound as sell- 
ers liquidated some of their surplus 


holdings. The movement into con- 
sumption has been dissatisfying to the 
dealers during the past winter, and 
they have taken an easier view of the 
market of late. 

Squill—-With winter past and de- 


mand for compounds considerably re- 
duced, call for powdered squill has 
decreased and the market has become 
a distinctly routine affair. Prices were 
noted at 12c. to 13c. per pound. 
Unicorn.—F alse unicorn was cheaper 
at 47¢e. to 48e. per pound, being a rath- 
er sharp decline. True unicorn was 
unchanged since the recent drop, but 
it was still subject to the competitive 
conditions that had served to weaken 
values for both forms of this artcile. 


Seeds 


Anise.—Prices for a star seed were 
not advanced further, but the market 
was still firm and the tendency toward 
higher levels remained. Only demand 
was lacking. Spanish seed was steady 
but without change. 

Caraway.—The replacement market 
continued to display strength that was 
evidenced recently in the establishment 
of higher replacement costs for the ar- 
ticle. Spot demand was reported to 
have been very fair and quotations re- 
flected firmness in all directions. 

Cardamom.—Greater stability has 
come to the market for this article. 
Quotations have been well maintained 


for some time and during the past 
week sellers refused to accept orders 
at less than open quotations. A fair 


amount of spot business was reported 
done. 

Celery.—Some look 
excellent crop of this article in France 
and hence have taken an easier view 
of the spot market. Quotations hecame 
17\c. to 17%c. per pound, a fractional 
decline from previous position. 

Coriander.—The stronger market re- 
cently productive of higher spot prices 
in conformity with the rise in the pri- 
mary market continued operative here. 
Sales have been very fair of late and 
stocks unsold here were believed not 
to be very large. 

Fennel.—French seed was a fraction 
lower at 8i%4c¢. to 8%c. per pound for 
the article of fair to excellent quality. 
Competition was rather more active. 
German seed was competitive and in 
disturbed position on the spot without 
quotations having been disturbed. 

Flea (Psyllium).—Quotations were 
raised to 60c. to 65c. per pound, which 
was at least equal with the prevailing 
replacement prices in the French mar- 
ket. It was felt that any substantial 
quantity could be obtained for not less 
than 63c. per pound and the stocks here 
were so inconsiderable as to make 
questionable the acceptance of quantity 
orders. The interest in this article 
has turned importers to countries other 
than France and Spain for possible 
supplies. This search has developed 
India as a source of a seed known as 
spgel seed and identified botanically 
as plantago  ispagula P; plantago 
lanceolata; and plantago major, P. 
sVilium, or FP. asiatica. 

Mustard.—A very fair call for yellow 
seed has been experienced. The recent 
price improvements were maintained 
and the market had a comparatively 
steady undertone in all directions. De- 
mand was rather more intensive than it 
had been, which contributed much to 
the stability of spot quotations.

to 91lec. to 10c. per pound, while the 
medium dark was held at the asking 


price of 9c, to 9%ec. per pound. Other 
prices for ginger root were unchanged. 
The market was highly competitive in 
most quarters. 

Paprika.—Attempt to stabilize Span- 
ish exchange may eventually affect the 
export of this article. To date, how- 
ever, the improvement in values has 
yet to come. Spot quotations were un- 
changed in a very dull market last 
week, 

Peppers.—Demand has slowed down 
sharply; the larger buyers have cov- 
ered their needs very well and the 
smaller ones alone have been in the 
market during the past week. Quota- 
tions for black peppers were lower at 
12%¢. to 13c. per pound for Alleppy 
and 12%2c. to 13ec. per pound for Lam- 
pong; Tellicherry was unchanged at 
13%c¢. to 13%c, Red Mombassa chillies 
were reduced to 19c. to 20c. per pound 
on poor demand. Rather better call was 
noted in white peppers and Java-Mun- 


tok was raised to 21\4c. to 214%c. per 
pound; Singapore Muntok, 2lc. to 
214 ¢. 


Pimento.—The market fell off 4c. to 
the basis of 8c. to 8%4c. per pound and 
closed the week in comparatively easy 
position under light demand for job- 
bing parcels out of spot stocks.

Psyllium Seed Scarce 


Buyers of psyllium seed (fleaseed) 
are advised by the United Chemical 
& Drug Corporation, this city, to adopt 
a hand-to-mouth policy. The company 
says that the demand for this article 
has increased so rapidly that, even 
With the larger acreage under culti- 
vation, the supply has been exhausted. 
In support of its advice to buy spar- 
ingly, the company says that buying 
inquiries at present serve only to send 
quotations up, and that caution must 
be exercised until the next Fall crop 
arrives. The company states that it 
has a limited quantity of the seed for 
buyers who have an urgent need for 
supplies.

Essential Oils 


Low Prices for September Delivery Wormwood Turn 
Spot Quotations Downward--Croton in Better Stock 
And Lower--Galifornian Lemon Cut--Citronella Up 


The rise in the Reporter's index 
number for essential oils was checked 
last week by the turn of wormwood 
from its position of strength and the 
resumption of the downward movement 
in prices for spearmint. Cananga was 
also cheaper. Californian lemon oil was 
offered at prices sharply 
with the Messina article, but quotations 
for orange and bergamot oils were held 
without change. Croton oil receded 
further, due to a moderate increase in 
stocks and little demand. Java citron- 
ella continued to advance abroad and 
on the spot. Ceylon held steady and 
without change as to quotations. 

The check in advances, followed by a 
decline in quotations for wormwood oil 
Was said to have been due to prices at 
Which the producers proposed to book 
vi! tor delivery next September. As to 
the basic position of the article, stocks 
in the primary market were exhausted 
or practically so, and the consuming 
trade will have to depend on supplies in 
the hands of dealers to cover such re- 
quirements as they may have during 
the time between now and new crop 
deliveries in September. 

Spearmint moved poorly out of spot 
and in the primary market as 
well sellers found it difficult to interest 
buyers. Prices were easier everywhere 
and on the spot they were openly re- 
duced. Peppermint was in practically 
the same position, but spot quotations 
were maintained. sanks in the middle

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Ex-Lax Injunction Against 
Tru-Lax Made Permanent 


The injunction for the Ex-Lax Man- 
ufacturing Company, this city, against 
the Tru-Lax Products Company, New- 


ark, has been made permanent by 
Judge Guy L. Fake, of the United 
States District Court for New Jersey. 


The order permanently restrains the 
Tru-Lax company, Alex Blackstone, 
Saul J. Blackstone, the receiver of the 
company, their successors, agents, li- 
censees, and assigns from manufactur- 
ing, selling, and distributing “Tru- 
Lax,” a chocolate laxative, in a form 
shape and appearance’ similar to 
“Ex-Lax,” and also from selling and 
distributing “Tru-Lax” in packages or 
cartons similar to those used for 
“Ex-Lax.” The court also ordered that 
the Tru-Lax defendants pay damages 
and costs to the Ex-Lax company. 
The complaint filed by Irvin A. Edel- 
man, New York, general counsel for the 
Ex-Lax Manufacturing Company. al- 
leged that the Ex-Lax company had 
been engaged for over twenty vears, in 
the manufacture and sale of its choco- 
late laxative in tablets of distinctive 
shape and appearance and contained 
in distinctive and characteristic blue 
packages of three sizes, and it applied 
to this product, the designation “The 
Chocolate Laxative” as a slogan, and 
that its trademark, “Ex-Lax,” was reg- 





istered in the United States Patent 
Office. 

The complaint further set forth that, 
in July, 1929, the Ex-Lax company had 
commenced suit for an injunction and 
damages against the Tru-Lax concern, 
unfair competition on the 
part of the latter in simulating the 
Ex-Lax product and package and also 
based on the infringement of the “Ex- 
Lax” trademark and the Ex-Lax slo- 
gan, “The Chocolate Laxative.” While 
this injunction suit was pending, the 
parties entered into a settlement agree- 
ment March 28, 1930, in which the 
Tru-Lax concern agreed not to simu- 
late or imitate the Ex-Lax product and

the Ex-Lax boxes or packages 
The complaint filed in October, 1930, 
alleged that the Tru-Lax concern vio- 


lated this agreement and continued, in 
spite of it, to sell and distribute “Tru- 


Lax” in the imitative boxes and pack- 
ages. The bill prayed for an injunction 
and damages against the Tru-Lax 


concern, 


Judge William N. Runyon, of the 
United States District Court for New 
Jersey, issued a restraining order 
against the Tru-Lax concern, October 
20, 1930. After a hearing had in De- 
cember, 1930, Judge Fake granted a 
preliminary injunction against the 
Tru-Lax concern.

It is advertised as a cure for a num- 
ber of diseases, among them pernicious 
enemia and cancer, when used inter- 
nally or in a bath or a poultice. The 
commission says that the material 
when used as directed by the Brooten 
company acts as an antiseptic astrin- 
gent mineral water but not as a remedy 
for the diseases for which it is recom- 
mended in the company’s advertising.
